Ships to the southwest of the 
Colony will probably experience

The history of the typhoon was 
traced by an official of the Observa- 
tory this morning when he sald that It 
crossed the Visnyns Islands, south at 
vas then moving W.N.W, and cone 
tinued In this directlon until the 
afternoon of November 21, when It 
was situated off the Paracels, It was 
then of anall intensity, but on the 
afternoon of the 21st It started moving 
on a N.N.W..course and the follow- 
ing day was north of the Paracels. 
At 6 o'clock this morning the 
typhoon was 120 ‘miles southwest of 
Hongkong moving north. 


Galo Expocted At Noon 

After 6 o'clock a rise in pressure in 
the Kwangchowan district imposed a 
N.NLE. or northeast directlon, bring 
the typhoon closer to Hongkong, and 
its intendlty made a sudden increase. 

“It will blow until lute this after- 
noon," added the Royal Observatory 
oMeial, “and will then probably clear 
up. 

“The greatest force of the gale will 
be felt after noon,” 

Immediately the No, 8 signal was 
holsted this morning preparations 
were made to safeguard against a 
possible typhoon.
